THE TENOR AND THE VIOLONCELLO,. 


In describing the peculiarities of the Tenor, we shall hope to raise this 
neglected instrument in the estimation of those who have hitherto esti- 
mated it so much inferior to the violin: indeed, frequently it is the last 
instrument considered in forming an Orchestra. Violin performers are 
tenacious of taking a tenor part, because they imagine that it interferes 
with a correct notation on the violin, the stops being wider on the tenor ; 
but this idea is erroneous, since the division of the stringsis in the same 
proportion for the tones and semitones, and the fingering consequently 
corresponds exactly with that of the violin: a good performer would 
therefore in ten minutes intonate as well upon the one as the other. As 
a solo instrument it is inferior to the violin, not being so acute: it is 
therefore, less effective, and a piece of music ofa certain duration would 
become monotonous. This circumstance alone is sufficient to prevent 
its hecoming a favourite with many who aim only at display. As an 
orchestral instrument, also combined with others in quartetts, quintetts, 
&c., it is not inferior to any, and it forms a perfect intermediate part 
between the violins and the violoncellos. The quality of its tone is beauti- 
ful—so rich, so mellow, so plaintive. Since a fine tone on all stringed 
instruments depends on the pressure of the finger on the strings, united 
with a steady bow arm; so these requisites become the more important 
on the tenor, from the strings being thicker. The first and fourth are 
the most powerful. The tenor violin should properly be named the Alto, 
since the clef is situated upon the third line, corresponding with a coun- 
tertenor voice, the tenor clef being placed on the fourth line agreeably to 
the tenor voice. The number of tenors in an orchestra is of great im- 
eng to secure a proper balance in the quartett, a point which we 

ave already observed in our former articles. To render this balance 
perfect, for instance, we will suppose the number of violins in an or- 
chestra to be thirty ; there should then be ten tenors. This proportion, 
however, is seldom observed, and hence the composer complains that 
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the tenor part is not made sufficiently prominent ; for as this instrument 
forms the inner part, and does not possess the brilliancy of the violin, 
or the crispness and power of the violoncello, (which also frequently 
forms an inner part) it can only be made of sufficient strength by num- 
bers. Since the last ten or twelve years, the tenors of the Philharmonic 
orchestra have been increased to eight, with the same number of violon- 
cellos. This is a disproportion, the violoncello being the most powerful 
instrument in an orchestra, (the brass instruments excepted) in addition 
to which, these latter generally play in unison or in cctaves with the double 
basses ; consequently the disproportion alluded to is increased. Modern 
composers continually write a separate part fur the violoncello, thus caus- 
ing it to form a fifth part with the stringed instruments. Then it is that 
the tenor part becomes more prominent, and is heard distinetly. Even in 
four-part writing, the violoncello has often a separate part from the double 
bass alloted to it, the tenor being omitted. In this case it would no 
doubt be argued that the same passage would not have been heard if 
given to the tenors: but it isa false instrumentation, and will apply to 
certain situationsonly. Haydn and Mozart seldom adopted this mode, 
as they must have considered that the tenor part would be made as 
powerful, or sufficiently so, to compete with the other stringed instru- 
ments, in order to render the harmony perfect. Some of the old Italian 
composers wrote their tenor parts ‘ col Basso’ throughout, and then the 
number of tenors became of less importance. Classical authors ge- 
nerally gave an independant part for this instrument. 


The situation of the tenor in an orchesta is usually below the second 
violin, though it is often made to cross that instrument, as we have 
already observed ; it should rarely be written below the violoncello, for 
this latter in those cases overpowers it. The only exceptions to this rule 
are, when the violoncellos have to execute singing passages in octaves 
with the violins, or other acute instruments. The tenor often plays in 
unison with the violoncello, not so much to strengthen the latter, as tu 
soften and subdue the harshness of the Ist and 2nd strings of the 
violoncello, which are very piercing, particularly when augmented by 
the unison of several. The tenors and violoncellos in unison produce 
also a very rich tone. The motivo of the andante in A flat, in Beet- 
hoven’s symphony in C minor, is an example of this. Tenors and clari- 
nets, tenors and bassoons in unison, produce great richness of tone, and 
strengthen the inner parts when used in combination with other instru- 
ments. When the tenor part is written‘ Col Basso,’ it becomes an 
octave higher than the violoncello, and consequently two octaves above 
the double bass; seeing that the notes are written on the same por- 
tion of the staff, with the change of the clef only. Thus the bass 
clef (or F clef) is situated on the fourth line: the tenor clef (or C clef) 
is placed on the third line (for this instrument;) therefore F on the 
fourth line (bass clef) will be written on the fourth space in the tenor 
part, which becomes an octave higher, corresponding with F on the 
first space in the treble clef. This should be well understood, since one 
of the greatest secrets in instrumentation, is, to have a clear idea of the 
real situation of every note, on each individual instrument. It often 
occurs that the tenor part, when written ‘Col Basso’ rises above the 
second violin part. This does not produce an ill effect, in consequence 
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of the different quality of tone of this instrument as compared with the 
violin; but, on the contrary, it adds considerably to the effect in bold 
instrumentation. Mozart and Haydn continually adopt this instrument- 
ation. Mozart’s Symphony in D, commencing with an allegro, 
abounds in these effects. In pianos, when the violins have delicate 

assages to execute, the basses being staccato or pizzicato, the tenors 
te holding notes giving them in two parts, which, while the assist- 
ance of the wind instruments is not required, produce a beautiful effect ; 
but care should be taken not to divide the tenors too frequently, as they 
naturally become weakened: and when they are so divided, the parts, 
or harmonies, should be doubled by some other instruments, and the 
basses sometimes omitted. This instrumentation will be observed by 
the student in Mozart’s Symphony inG minor. The ‘ Tremola’ on the 
tenor has a good effect when this instrument forms the lowest part, 
(omitting the basses altogether) as it affords great relief to the composi- 
tion, by contrasting the effects. In the reiteration of the notes on the 
tenor, the third and fourth strings are more frequently employed in or- 
chestral music than the first and second; but great caution is required 
to keep the violoncellos below the tenors. The horns, at times, are 
made to play with the tenors, for the purpose of strengthening the har- 
monies. The tenors in thirds (in two parts) with the violins in thirds, 
produce a very pleasing effect, in ‘cantabile’ flowing passages. The 
flutes, and clarinets, in octaves with the tenors, amalgamate well in the 
pianos, particularly in singing passages, and assist considerably to con- 
trast the effects of a composition. 

This instrument is peculiarly adapted to an ‘ Adagio,’ especially in 
chamber music ; viz. the quartett or quintett. Examine the works of 
Mozart and Beethoven. In quintetts, two tenors are preferable to two 
violoncellos, though Boccherini and Onslow have written quintetts for 
two violoncellos. In counterpoint, the tenor should preserve its situa- 
tion above the violoncello, and below the violin, (with very few excep- 
tions) that the parts may remain pure. 

In vocal music the holding notes on the tenor are often prefered to 
the employment of the wind instruments, since the latter frequently 
overpower the voice if not treated with great judgment. In accompany- 
ing a soprano voice, the third and fourth strings are generally preferred. 
This instrument is rarely employed for an ‘obligato’ accompaniment ; 
but Weber, in Der Freyschiitz, has written an exquisite tenor part, in a 
song in E flat; and which is generally omitted, possibly from the cir- 
cumstance of their existing great difficulty in meeting with a performer 
equal to the task ; Ware* has played it, and his performance was per- 
fect. We possess some excellent tenor performers. ‘Those we have 
heard, and who are well known to the public, (having distinguished 
themselves on various occasions) are Moralt, Ware, and Dando. 


Rolla, the leader of the opera (La Scala) at Milan, was very partial 
to this instrument; and his performance of an adagio was one of the 
most perfect things we can imagine. Composers delight in taking 
a tenor part in a quartett or quintett, this part being more interesting, 





* Though it is not our intention to name living performers, when speaking of their defects, 
we shall not be scrupulous in signalizing those who have distinguished themselves for merit. 
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and unquestionably more decided in character than that of the second 
violin, which naturally partakes of the same quality of tone with the first 
violin. 

Many modes of treating this instrument — e" with those of the 
violin, which we have already explained. We have observed also 
that very rapid passages are less effective on the tenor, on account of 
the strings being thicker. In the hands of the most skilful performers, 
however, this objection of course does not hold. Rapid passages in 
extraneous keys, such as five or six sharps, and flats, should be avoided ; 
for they are difficult to execute on the third and fourth strings, and when 
the number of tenors is increased in an orchestra, the confusion is neces- 
sarily augmented. 

The ViotoncetLo must be acknowledged to be the most important 
agent in an orchestra, after the violin. It is a noble instrament—most 
powerful and commanding ; it is magnificent for richness of tone, and 
extraordinary for compass ; every part of its scale being effective, and 
this quality renders it so useful in all styles of music. The tenor part 
of the violoncello is the most effective, and the most agreeable too for 
an adagio. The melody on this part of the instrument being made 
prominent, will on occasions assume a character almost sublime. In 
the hands of a mediocre performer, however, this portion of the violon- 
cello will frequently degenerate into a nasal expression ; a defect which 
lies with the player and not with the instrument; for it may be pro- 
nounced faultless. It demands excessive skill to play the violoncello ; 
the execution being extremely difficult, on account of the width of the 
stops, which obliges the performer frequently to change the position of 
hand: the bowing also demands unwearied practice in order to succeed 
in executing neat and rapid passages. This instrument is highly 
cultivated in this country, from the example of our countryman and 
veteran Robert Lindley, who has not yet been surpassed for tone, 
_perfect execution, and intonation; indeed we are inclined to give a 
a decided preference to the tone produced by the performers in this 
country, to that from the continental performers; nevertheless there are 
at this time many distinguished performers on the violoncello in 
France, Italy and Germany. We can also boast of several exceilent 
players in England. 

This instrument forms the base* or lowest part of a composition, in the 
absence of the double basses, and generally plays in octaves or in unison 
with the double basses. When it has a distinct part allotted to it, it is 
generally the tenor portion of it, and it then forms an exqusite fifth 
part with the other stringed instruments; but the abuse of this instru- 
mentation becomes tiresome, and monotonous, and should be introduced 
only as a resource for contrast; since, when the violoncello has a 
separate part from the double bass, the power of the fundamental bases 
in the ffmos is sacrificed, the lower notes of the double basses not being 
sufficiently distinct, and in consequence are often ambiguous. When 
the composition demands this mode of instrumentation, the double 
basses should be supported by the bassoons and the harmonic notes of 





__* Difference of opinion exists as to the orthography of this word ; we make use of the above 
in speaking of the fundamental notes in harmony, and bass in describing the instrument. 
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the horns. In Beethoven’s symphony No. 9, in D, this instrumenta- 
tion frequently occurs. The force of the violoncellos, in octaves with 
the double basses, aided by the double octaves of the tenors is perfectly 
collossal, if effectively written ; that is to say, diatonically, and intro- 
ducing those passages where the open strings become available. When 
a composer has made himself well acquainted with the nature of 
stringed instruments, and studied well their capabilites, he will then be 
enabled to discover effects, without creating useless difficulties.

REVIEW OF MUSIC. 


“ Beautiful eyes!” Ballad by Charles Blondel, Grorce & MANBY. 
The words alone ought to sell this song, for they are delightful ; how much 
more then is it calculated to command a great sale, when the music is both 
popular and elegant in character. The second movement is the best. 


“The forsaken heart!’ Canzonet, the Poetry from the popular domestic 
story of Chances and Changes ; written by Mrs. Strutt. Z.T. Purpay. 

From an ambiguity in the indicting of the title-page, it is not easy to decide 
whether Mrs. Strutt be the composer of the poetry, or the music, or of both 
poetry and music. If of the former only, the lady has distinguished herself 
by much poetical taste and feeling; if of both, she possesses a mind of very 
high order indeed,—for the canzonet is one of the most refined pieces, in this 
class of composition, that we have seen for some time. It combines deep 
pathos, with graceful melody. In character and expression, we are reminded 
of a very fine one by the celebrated young Pinto to a dying friend, which we 
heard only once, and many years ago. The present composition is in three 
flats; and is so far easy to sing, that it lies within the octave: but the singer 
will give little effect to it, who has not a heart in his or her body. 

Toccata for the Piano-forte, composed and dedicated to John Suett, Esq. by 

W.P. Beale. Coventry. 

This we believe to be a posthumous publication of the author’s. It is with 
no lightness of speech, or for the sake of rounding a posthumous compliment, 
that we say, ‘‘ We could have better spared a better man.” A better, in 
some respects, few could point out ; a more amiable one, or who combined a 
more graceful and just appreciation of the qualities of his science, with 
manual developement, it would be very difficult to select. He was, in one 
word, a beautiful performer, anda highly cultivated writer. The subject 
of the present Toccata is both original and characteristic; and the whole 
composition displays considerable developement as wel] as variety of thought, 
with natural modulation and scientific counterpoint. It is very difficult ; 
but every good player, and admirer of the Cramer school, must take kindly 


to it. 





PROVINCIAL CONCERTS. 


StarForp Harmonic Society.—The Society gave their second Concert 
for the season on Tuesday evening last, in the large Assembly Rooms of the 
Shire Hall, The attendance was large and respectable—more numerous than 
on any former similar occasion. The performances of the evening were, on 
the whole, highly creditable to the Society. We were glad to observe a still 
more marked improvement in the instrumental department. The overtures 
were exceedingly well played, and the increased power of the bags was such 
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as to produce a fine effect. Mr. Fletcher led with his usual judgment. Miss 
Aston, of Birmingham, sang several songs. They were of a simple style, 
suiting her capabilities; and the audience appeared much pleased with the 
manner in which she executed them. She was encored in the pretty ballad 
of ‘ Away to the mountain’s brow ;? and in another of her songs. Mr. G, E. 
Hay, ina beautiful concerto on the piano-forte, ‘ Variations on the air of 
Rule Britannia,’ played with a degree of taste, and a force of expression and 
execution, that delighted his audience. The orchestral accompaniments to 
this and other pieces were well managed; and we were glad to notice that 
our hint on the subject of loud playing at a former concert was not forgotten, 
We should be guilty of a great omission, if we neglected to notice a solo on 
the flute by Mr. James Marson. It was excellently played. . Its execution 
would have done credit to a first-rate professional performer. Mr. Blyth’s 
concerto on the bassoon was deservedly applauded. ‘The Lake Glee and 
Chorus (composed by Mr. G, E. Hay—the words by Mr. John Hay) were also 
successfully performed, and afforded great pleasure to the company. The 
other chorusses were ineffective: the singers appeared to want confidence, 
and they made such a drawl of it in the Huntsmen’s Chorus from Der Freis- 
chutz, as to render that animated piece an entire failure. We conclude this 
account of the Concert with observing how greatly we think the town indebted 
to the performers composing this Society, and to the gentlemen actively 
engaged in its management,—particularly to Mr. Hay, whose office, as 
conductor, is necessarily very laborious,—for the rational and interesting 
amusement afforded by these meetings. 

We understand that the Committee are willing to give a final Concert for 
the.season—a public one—on rather a superior scale, for which they would 
engage one or two vocalists of eminence, provided they were encouraged to 
do so by their fellow-townsmen. If they were generally supported in such a 
design, the funds of the Society, which are rather Jow, would doubtless be 
replenished.—Staffordshire Advertiser. 


Mr. RupERsporFr’s CONCERT. — The annual benefit concert of this 
gentleman took place on Wednesday evening, the Ist instant. We were dis- 
appointed in not beholding so large a muster of his friends. as we anticipated, 
or as his merits deserve. The numerous public attractions of the last few 
weeks, and others already announced, have doubtless prevented many from 
being present ; be that as it may, he had prepared a treat rich in excellence 
and novelty. The orchestra was full, though the room was not. Marschner’s 
overture from the opera of ‘ Lucretia,’ was given with thrilling effect; the 
paits were well taken up, and the wind instruments were particularly effective. 
On this occasion we were introduced, for the first time, to Mr. Walton and 
Miss Sykes, vocalists, from the Manchester voneerts, The gentleman pos- 
sesses a tenor voice of excellent quality, and was heard to much advantage in 
the songs. of ‘I wooed thee,’ ‘ The anchor’s weighed,’ and ‘ The last words of 
Marmion :’ in the second of these his voice reminded us greatly of Braham, 
yet, though Nature has been bountiful, we would advise Mr. W. to cultivate 
it assiduously, by which he may soon attain eminence. We were much de- 
lighted with the style in which Miss Sykes sang Bishop’s two exquisite songs 
—‘ Bid me discourse,’ and ‘Sweetly o’er my senses stealing ;)—she executed 
with the greatest precision and ease the rapid passages in these scenas, while 
the clear intonation of her voice excited the deepest attention, and elicited the 
loud applause of the audience. She was equally successful in the ballad of 
* [’ll remember thee ;’ and in a duet with Mr. Walton from the ‘ Maid of 
Artois” We know not how to express our gratification of the performance on 
the piano-forte by Miss Woolley, who appeared for the first time in Hull. 
The elegance and brilliancy of her execution, and the correctness with which 
she played, entitle her to be considered amongst the most talented artistes 
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on this instrument. In Czerny’s difficult variations on ‘ Le petit Tambour,’ 
as well as in a duet, for violin and piano-forte, with Mr. Rudersdorff, she 
drew down the unqualified admiration of the audience. Mr. Rudersdorff also 
played some beautiful variations, and a popular German air of his own coms 
position, with his accustomed talent and success, Our limits prevent us from 
extending our remarks beyond the mention of Mr. J. Millar’s solo on the 
violoncello, which was highly creditable to him; he selected Beethoven’s 
‘Adelaida,’? one of Mayseder’s airs, and Auld Robin Gray,’ which, as may 
he expected, form a very agreeable pot-pourri; it was much applauded; as 
was also a solo on the trumpet, by the Infant ‘Trumpeter. He is certainly an 
astonishing child: it was delightful to see him take his place in the orchestra, 
and play his part in the overtures, and in the obligato accompaniment to ‘ The 
last words of Marmion,’ with almost the correctness of Harper himself, 
Webbe’s glee, ‘ When winds breathe soft,’ was sung by Misses Melville and 
Paget, Messrs. Binge, Houghton, and Newnum, very creditably. Lind 
painter’s overture from ‘ Der Vampyr,’ was substituted for ‘ The Felsenmuhle,’ 
and went off admirably. The concert ended with ‘God save the King,’ by 
all the vocalists, and full orchestra. We may venture to say with confidence, 
that few musical meetings have given greater satisfaction than this Hull

CONCERTS. 

CLASSICAL CHAMBER ConceErTs.—The third of this series of concerts was 
given on Thursday evening in last week, at Willis’s Rooms. The programme 
was as follows. Fart I.—Quintett for two violins, viola, violoncello, and 
contra-basso,—Messrs. Mori, Watts, 'Tolbecque, Lindley, and Dragonetti; 
Onslow.—Aria, ‘ Ah! piu bianca,’ (Les Huguenots) Mr. Begrez ; Meyerbeers 
—Quartett in C, for 2 violins, viola, and v.-cello, Mori, Watts, Tolbecque, and 
Lindley ; Beethoven.—Recit. ‘ Hence vain deluding joys !’—Air, ‘ But oh sad 
virgin,’ (L’ Allegro) Mrs, H. R. Bishop (v.-cello obligato Mr. Lindley); Handel. 
—Trio in G minor, for violin, violoncello, and contra-basso,—Mori, Lindley, & 
Dragonetti ; Handel. Part II1.—Trio in C minor, for piano-forte, violin, and 
violoncello,— Benedict, Mori, and Lindley ; Beethoven.— Aria, Madame 
Giannone,—‘ Porgi Amor,’ (Figaro) ; Mozart.—Duetto, ‘ Fra l’amplessi,’ 
(Cosi fan tutte)—Mrs. H. R. Bishop and Mr. Begrez; Mozart.—Quartett in 
E, for two violins, viola, and violoncello,—Mori, Watts, Tolbecque, and 
Lindley ; Mozart. (Conductor, Sir George Smart.) The most attractive per- 
formances of the evening were, Beethoven’s quartett in C, Mozart’s in E, and 
the trio of Handel, all of which were performed with consummate skill and 
taste. The last movement of the trio would have been encored, and purely 
on account of the amazing execution of Dragonetti; but the audience mani- 
fested a tenderness for the veteran, in which we honestly profess no reciproca~ 
tion. Don’t spare him—he is as tough as hornbeam, and the playing of such 
music delights him. We cannot like the music in the Huguenots, at least 
such of it as we have hitherto heard. The aria sung by Mr. Begrez upon the 
present occasion, is excessively fantastic, as well as deficient in melody. Mrs. 
Bishop received ample, and well-merited, testimonies of her audience’s appro» 
bation, on account of the excellent manner in which she sang the fine air from 
the ‘1] Pensieroso.’ Good judgment, with correctness and neatness of execu- 
tion, distinguished her performance throughout. Lindley’s beautiful playing 
of the long introductory Symphony also demands an especial recognition. 
Beethoven’s piano-forte trio was performed in the most masterly manner. 
Mori and Lindley could not have played more finely, and Benedict showed 
himself to be a really great artiste. Madame Giannone, in singing the 
‘ Porgi amor,’ appeared to be languid—the result no doubt of her late indise 
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Mr. Moscueces’ SorréEs.—The following is the programme of the second 
of these delightful entertainments, which took place last Saturday evening at 
the Hanover-square Rooms. Part I. Grande Sonate pathetique (A flat, in 4 
movements) P.F. Mr. Moscheles ; Weber.—Song, Mr. Parry, ‘Tears such as 
tender fathers shed ;? Handel.—Three Preludes & Fugues, (D major, F sharp 
minor, and A flat major) P.F. Mr. Moscheles; S. Bach.—Song, Miss Hawes, 
© Know’st thou the land ;? Spohr.—Sonate Pastorale (D major) P.F. Mr. Mos- 
cheles; Beethoven. Part II. A selection from the Suites of Lessons, as ori- 
ginally written for the harpsichord, and, by desire, performed on that instru- 
ment by Mr. Moscheles; D. Scarlattii—T'wo Preludes and Fugues (E minor 
and F major, as written for the organ), an Allemande and Gigue, P.F. Mr. 
Moscheles ; Handel.—Duet, Miss Hawes and Mr. Parry, (Joseph) Mehul.— 
Sonata, P.F.and horn, Mr. Moscheles and Signor Puzzi; Beethoven.—Glee, 
Miss Hawes, Messrs. Vaughan, Hawes, and Parry, ‘ By Celia’s arbour,’ Hors- 
ley.—A selection of new MS, Studies, P.F. Mr. Moscheles; Moscheles. Con- 
ductor of the vocal music, Sir George Smart. 

The first piece is varied, vigorous, and intensely expressive in character ; 
strongly impregnated with that dramatic faculty which forms so distinguishing 
a feature in all Weber’s compositions. The first movement is characterized 
by fierce, interrupted passages, as if indicative of the abruptness and impetu- 
osity of contending emotions : the andante is sweet and plaintive, and perfectly 
Weberish in manner ; and the finale (founded upon a very original and chro- 
matic subject) finishes with a corruscation of brilliant thoughts. In this, 
Weber seems to have set himself the task of writing a furiously difficult piece, 
and he has succeeded. Of the three fugues by Sebastian Bach, the second (in 
F sharp minor) was unanimously encored. It is a marvellous piece of coun- 
terpoint, elaborated in the most consummately artful manner, and yet displays 
so much ease and freedom in the treatment, that the mind is retained through- 
out ina state of suspended wonderment. Mr. Moscheles’ playing of these 
noble works was really one of the finest specimens of high intellectual, with 
mechanical accomplishment combined, that we have heard for a long time. 
Beethoven’s finely descriptive Pastoral sonata concluded the first part. With 
what grace and poetical fancy does he not invest the ordinary incidents of 
rustic life! In his art, a dance of swains, and the homely pipe of a shepherd 
boy, assume a classical elegance equal to the verses of Theoeritus or the group- 
ings of Poussin. 

The lessons of Scarlatti, which Mr, Mocheles played upon the harpsichord, 
were very interesting, both for their own clever, ingenious, and vivacious 
character, and for the new (to us) and the brilliant reading given to them 
by the performer. The Sonata, with Sig. Puzzi’s horn accompaniment, was 
an exquisite treat. And the MS, studies which closed the evening’s entertain- 
ment, were a series of compositions calculated not merely to supply the pre- 
sent demand for difficult piano-forte music, but what is of far greater moment, 
to carry on and confirm the increasing desire of sterling composition. We 
recommend Mr, Moscheles at his next soirée, if he favour his audience with 
any more of his selections, to place them at the end of the first act; for it was 
positively indecent to hear the shuffling of impatient people to leave the 
room, while the only compositions by the giver of the concert were being 
played. One bore of a fellow behind us, and who was mumbling away the 
whole evening, laid particular injunctions on his wife and daughters to “ start” 
as soon as the glee was finished :—* You tell Jane to be ready to start as soon 
as ever this is over.” The last chord had not died away, before we heard the 
word of command—“ Start!!!” and out they hustled, as if a contagion were 
following them, The best singing of the evening was by young Mr. Parry, in 
the beautifully pathetic air from Handel. Mr. Elliott supplied the place of 
Mr. Vaughan in the glee. 
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SacrED Harmonic Socrety.—Mendelssohn’s Oratorio of ‘St. Paul,’ was 

rformed on Tuesday evening last, by a band consisting of three hundred 
members, of whom about twenty, and those principally instrumentalists, were 
professional. The solo singers were Miss Birch, Mrs. Pearce, Messrs. Turner 
and A. Novello. Mr. Pyne assisted in the sweet chorale quartett. ‘Oh thou, 
the true and only light,’ and which was encored. An analytical account of 
the whole work having already been given in No. 14 of ‘The Musical World,’ 
upon the event of its first introduction at the Dusseldorf Festival, we shall 
devote a few remarks only upon this, its first performance in London. And 
here it should be premised that the circumstance of the whole orchestra being 
amateurs, any severity of criticism would be misplaced. The chief defect 
arose from the disproportion of the band, and the evident want of confidence, 
and consequent uncertainity and feebleness in the instrumentalists, who were 
overwhelmed by the voices. Hence, therefore, very many of the effects of 
Mendelssuhn’s refined instrumentation were either slobbered over, or quenched 
altogether. A signal instance of this occurred in that exquisite chorus, ‘ Oh! 
happy and blest are they ;? where the stringed instruments have a charming 
undulating movement. Their effect was all but lost to the audience. This 
is one of the gems of the oratorio. The performers also, or rather the chorus 
singers exclusively, were placed at considerable disadvantage by the immense 
space that existed between them. Nevertheless, with these draw-backs, the 
performance, taken as a whole, reflected uncommon credit upon this ambiti- 
ousand energetic body of amateurs. The encores were numerous : among them 
the chorale, No. 16, ‘Sleepers awake !’ in which there is a most lovely part for 
the tenors ; and where the effect of the trumpets and trombones is surpassingly 
fine. ‘The performance of this heavenly movement was almost a piece of per- 
fection. The duettino for tenor and bass, (No, 25) ‘ Now are we ambassadors,’ 
a smoothly flowing and sweet melody, was universally admired, and encored. 
As was the prodigiously powerful chorus, No. 38, ‘ This is Jehovah’s temple,’ 
ending with the denunciation, ‘ Stone him to death!’ and lastly, after a three 
hours’ Jistening, the concluding chorus, ‘ Bless thou the Lord, O my soul,’ 
was received with a burst from the whole multitude, and its repetition de- 
manded. One circumstance we noticed throughout the progress of this great 
work, that the composer has never resorted to the employment of the great 
brass instruments for mere noise, but has frequently shown his power and re- 
sources without them. From the sparing, and always felicitous manner in 
which he has availed himself of them, we were forcibly reminded of his own 
remark, that ‘ the trombone it too sacred an instrument to be used on every 
trivial occasion.’ The other chorusses which went with the best effect, were, 
No. 3, * To God on high.’ No. 8, ‘Stone him to death!’ in which the instru- 
mentation is prodigious ; No. 9, the chorale, ‘ To thee O Lord I yield my 
spirit ;? the animated and vigorous chorus, No. 15, ‘ Arise, shine!’ and that 
very beautiful one, No. 26, ‘ How lovely are the messengers.’ 

Among the solos, Miss Birch distinguished herself by the correctness of her 
singing, and the generally good expression she imparted to her music. We 
grieved however to hear her strain a really admirable performance of the re- 
citative No. 32, by an inapt as well as c -place cadence upon the words, 
‘walked and praised God.’ Mr, Turner possesses a most praiseworthy ambi- 
tion to give energy to his music, and if he had been thoroughly acquainted 
with the part that was allotted to him, his success must have been infallible; 
for he is gifted with aclear and powerful tenor. But Alfred Novello surprised 
even ourselves, who have been accustomed to his singing. He not only 
sang all the bass solos,—no small exertion in itself; but he sang them 
with so thorough a feeling of the sentimentof his music. Added to which 
his enunciation was so distinct that we could hear almost every word, although 
seated at the back of the hall, The recitatives should be delivered entirely 
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in the parlante style, and not sung, as they too frequently were the other even- 
ing, like regular airs. It were a piece of injustice to conclude here, without 
expressing the great pleasure we derived from Mr. Bannister’s violoncello 
obligato (and a most delicious one it is) to the cavatina No. 40, ‘Be thou 
faithful ;? and which we may add, Mr. Turner sang very well.—To the 
‘Sacred Harmonic Society’ we say,—‘ Go on! and prosper they certainly 
will; for their enterprising spirit, their reasonable demands, and the 
courteous demeanour of the gentlemen acting as stewards, must ensure this re- 
sult. More than 2000 persons were in the room. 


THE ANCIENT ConcERTS.—The first meeting of this celebrated society 
was held Wednesday evening, at the King’s Concert Rooms, Hanover Square. 
The object of this institution is highly laudable—that of perpetuating a just 
regard for the works of the leading writers of the great vocal schools which 
have at different periods adorned this and other countries. The patronage of 
royalty, added to the charms of aristocratic direction, has usually assembled 
a numerous list of subscribers from the higher circles of society: nor has the 
list of distinguished dilettanti in any way at this time been diminished. The 
association possesses one of the finest and most comprehensive libraries ex- 
tant in this country, embracing the works of most of the standard writers, 
from the golden epochs of Gubrieli, Palestrina, and Orlando de Lassus, the 
three great founders of the Alla Capella school of Church music in Venice, 
Rome, and Flanders, down to the dramatico-ecclesiastical composers of the 
present generation. As an arena, therefore, for the exhibition of the progress 
of the human mind in one of the most delightful of the fine arts, these con- 
certs become exceedingly interesting. In these réunions we may trace the 
heroes of the Roman school, Festa leading up to Palestrina, his successor, 
Palestrina followed by Frescobaldi, Carissimi, Benevoli, Clari, and Casali, 
when the glory of the more dramatic school of the Neapolitan, shuts out that 
of the Roman from the page of history. Nor is it an unprofitable evening’s 
amusement to witness the progress of vocal composition in the great rival of 
the Roman school—that of the Venetian. Willaerts, Gabrieli, Croce, Cal- 
dara, Lotti, and Marcello, carry down the great features of the pure vocal 
school, until the irresistible power of the dramatic writers throws their beau- 
tiful specimens of choral writing into comparative oblivion and disuse. But 
even the heroes of the Neapolitan style—Scarlatti, its founder, and his disvi- 
ples, Caffaro, Durante, Jomelli, Leo, Porpora, Pergolesi, and Vinci, fall 
before the omnipotent force of the great German Protestant school. Taking 
its rise from Keyser, Kunhau, Murshauser, Haslez, and Fasch, in Sebastian 
Bach and George Frederick Handel it reaches the summit of perfection, the 
one the most philosophical, the other the most dramatic, composer of Church 
music that ever flourished. The subsequent progress of the German school 
is too familiar to our readers to dwell on; but in Beethoven and Mendelssohn 
we find the principles re-acted upon, and the deviations of intermediate com- 
posers, although not altogether neglected, rendered subservient to the leading 
features of the greatest school of vocal composition. It will be evident that 
by a little care and attention, this society, possessing as it does the means of 
materially advancing the art, of keeping alive the remembrance of the great 
vocal writers, and training up an effective chorus, would doubless form the 
most interesting feature of the season, and, independantly of its great attrac- 
tions unconnected with music, prove an important lever in the impetus at this 
period given to the science. 

At one time, many exquisite compositions were suffered to moulder on the 
shelves of this society’s library amidst dust and cobwebs, liable to the mutila- 
tion of the dis-ingenuous, or their abstraction by the dishonest. But the pre- 
judices in favour of one or two composers have disappeared, the maxim of 
** decies repetita placebit” discountenanced, and the old adage, “ populus vult 
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decipi, et decipietur,” utterly disowned and discarded. Mozart and Beethoven 
have appeared, Sebastian Bach we rejoice to find is about to appear: and the 
habit of forming the concert bills, by tracing down the great artists of the 
English and continental styles of vocal compositions, through an orderly, well- 
arranged, and systematic production of specimens, will tend to combine 
novelty and amusement with the foundation of a perfect and intimate know- 
ledge of the history of the art. 

Previously to our noticing the individual performers of Wednesday evening, 
we beg to point out to the noble directors one or two things which require im- 
mediate alteration ; and we write this the more freely and willingly as we are 
well assured, it is their earnest desire that these concerts should be what they 
ought, and what they promised to be—the most delightful in the metropolis. 
It was formerly an axiom that chorus singing (or shouting) was a scene for 
unlimited noise and uproar; and that he who opened his mouth the widest, 
and squalled and bawled the most, was the best and most valuable chorus 
singer. The Amateur Choral Societies have taken their model from the Ger- 
mans, and the Exeter Hall Festivals have decided this position to be incorrect ; 
and Mr. Knyvett ought by this time to know that if he permit his choral 
band to disgrace themselves and’ him by any false tones, produced in the 
throat by straining the voices beyond their natural power, he himself is per- 
sonally answerable to the noble directors for such inattention and misconduct 
as conductor of so distinguished an association as the Ancient Concerts, 
We could have pointed out half a score chorus singers on Wednesday evening, 
who really had not a note in their voices, arising solely from the cireumstance 
that it is not possible for two persons to sing together in consonance, whilst their 
voices are strained beyond their natural power and compass. Mr. Knyvett 
would have received a very valuable lesson from the performance of Men- 
delssohn’s majestic oratorio at Exeter Hall, had he honoured himself by his 
attendance, and he would have seen a practical example of upwards of two 
hundred voices executing a chorus with great fire and energy, and yct each 
person singing as ifina glee. It is high time this nuisance was abated, and 
that Bach, Handel, and Haydn, should be heard without such a drawback to 
one’s rest and peace of mind; and as no other conductor that we know 
of in the metropolis permits of such an outrage on common sense and de- 
corum, we trust we may not have again to allude to the subject. It was the 
general complaint of the amateurs around us. We have one other suggestion 
to make, and it is founded on a generally received maxim in musical matters, 
and universally adopted by Sir George Smart and other great concert directors, 
that no conductor can at the same time conduct an orchestra, direct a chorus, 
and play the organ. It is not so at the Provincial Festivals, it is not so at the 
Vocal Society, nor is it so at the great Metropolitan Choral Societies, If Mr. 
Knyvett is to pedal his instrument continuously, which he ought to do, 
his sole attention must be taken up with his execution. No man on earth 
can do that well and attend to other things also. At present, the organ 
in the Hanover Square Rooms, without the pedal pipes, is shorn of more than 
half its dignity and power, a fact which Mr. Knyvett’s performance clearly 
demonstrates by his occasionally thrusting in a pedal note here and there. 

The following is the programme of the first concert: Act. I.—Overture 
and Dead March (Saul); Handel.—Monody, ‘ Forgive, blest shade;’ Dr. 
Callcott.—Anthem, Verse and Chorus, ‘I will arise ;’ Creighton.—Aria, ‘O 
cara immagine’ (Zauberfléte) ; Mozart.—Concerto Ist (Grand); Handel.— 
Trio, ‘ Fia grata’ (Fidelio); Beethoven.—Solo and Quartet, ‘ In my distress ;’ 
Marcello.—Recitative, ‘Chi per pieta;’ Aria, ‘ Ah! parlate,’ (I! Sacrifizio 
d’Abramo); Cimarosa.—-Trio, ‘The Lord will comfort Zion ;’ Chorus, ‘O sing 
unto Jehova,’ (Judah); Haydn. Act II.—Overture (Fidelio); Beethoven. 
Aria, ‘Un’ aura amorosa’ (Cosi fan tutti); Mozart—Chorus, ‘O! what 
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delight’ (Fidelio); Beethoven.—Recit. ‘And God said ;’ Air, ‘ Now heaven 
in fullest glory,’ (Creation) ; Haydn.—Song, ‘ O salutaris hostia ;? Cherubini. 
—Recit. ‘My arms;’ Air, ‘Sound an alarm ;’ Chorus, ‘We hear,’ (Judas 
Maccabeus) ; Handel.—Aria, ‘Deh! per questo’ (La Clemenza di Tito) ; 
Mozart.—Chorus, ‘ How excellent’ (Saul); Handel. 

Madlle. Blasis and Signor Catone were the importations of foreign talent ; 
Mrs. Knyvett, Mrs. Alfred Shaw, Mr. King, Mr. Bennet, and Mr. Phillips, 
the representatives of the English school. The orchestra gives evident testi- 
mony that in musical arrangements, as well as others of higher importance, 
the tares and the wheat are left to flourish together. On the whole, the band, 
however, is distinguished for talent; and, with one or two exceptions, the 
selection went off very spiritedly, Farther than this we have left ourselves 
no room to comment on the performances of the evening. 





THEATRES. 


Ktno’s THEATRE.—“ La Donna del Lago”’ was performed last Saturday, in- 
troducing for the first time on these boards Mlle, de’ Angioli, who performed 
the part of Elena, and Miss Fanny Wyndham that of Malcolm. The former 
young lady we had occasion to notice last season as a concert singer, since 
when we understand she has been performing at Edinburgh and Dublin. She 
possesses a voice of limited power, but sweet, with a graceful and in other 
respects prepossessing figure and countenance. To scrutinize a first appear- 
ance, where knowledge and practice cannot be expected, seeing that the debu- 
tante is youthful, would be somewhat extra-judicial. Fase and freedom will 
come with care and attention ; and then Mlle. de’ Angioli may prove a useful 
member of the establishment; as it is, we are in honesty compelled to say 
that her introduction at the King’s Theatre was injudiciously forestalled.— 
Miss Fanny Wyndham, with her commanding figure, and fine contr’alto voice, 
sustained the character of Malcolm in a highly attractive manner. It now 
depends entirely upon herself to become a great and very favourite singer and 
actress; for she possesses capabilities to shine in both professions. Catone 
and Bellini performed the King and Angus with much credit to themselves. 
The new ballet, ‘ Le Brigand de Terracina,’ goes on most prosperously. 

Devry Lane.—(Mr. Barnett’s New Opera.) Since our last we have 
heard the new Opera again, and see no reason to alter the general 
opinion we then expressed of it. We have always doubted, and still 
doubt that Mr. Barnett’s ideas are his own ; but for accomplished scholar- 
ship he is probably equal to any musician in Europe. Mozart and 
Weber are clearly the models of his modern style, but he also loves the 
honey in the old woods, of which he has given us some beautiful spe- 
cimens in his present work. Phillips’s song in the last act, and the 
chorus in Rosamond’s Bower are examples. The great merit of the 
Opera however is in the instrumentation ; than which nothing can be 
more perfectly beautiful throughout. While the numerous and varied 
powers of the orchestra are in constant requisition, the whole is kept in 
due subordination to the voices; a principle to which few of our dra- 
matic composers are sufficiently alive. With Mr. Bulfe for instance, 
the orchestra is, in our opinion, too prominent and independent, while 
with the composers of the last age (Jackson and Dibdin for example) 
it too often drags after the voices in a state of ludicrous and abject sub- 
jection. We believe those worthies were in the habit of describing 
Haydn’s manner of orchestral accompaniment by the term ‘ Flippancy,’ 
and contrasting it with the ‘ sober sense’ of the old style. Pity that 
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Jackson cannot rise from the grave to reverse the decision of the age, 
which unquestionably prefers Haydn’s ‘ Flippancy ’ to his own ‘ sense.’ 

In his instrumentation Mozart is again Mr. Barnett’s model, espe- 
cially in his treatment of the wind instruments: his use of the flutes 
and oboes is eminently ‘ Mozartian.’ With the Brass Instruments he 
has, upon the whole, been less fortunate. The trombone points stand 
forth occasionally with an unpleasant and pedantic prominence. The 
rest is as fine as it well can be. Among its many beauties we may 
name the sustained 7remandos of the violins, upon which the harmony 
appears to rest; and which impart a tremulous murmuring to the orches- 
tra in admirable keeping with the character of the melodies, in which 
the effect is introduced. One of the gems of the opera is the trio be- 
tween Phillips, Wilson, and Miss Romer, in the second act, with the 
accompaniment moving in triplets. We shall probably recur to the 
subject ; for such a work is not to be dismissed with a hasty paragraph 


or two.

The anthem was therefore performed by seven voices, as originally composed 
by Battishill. 

Cuorat Funp.—We announced, in our last number but one, the night 
fixed upon for the Annual Concert in aid of this Institution; subsequently to 
which it has been postponed to the evening of Friday the 5th of May, in con- 
sequence of the former being an opera night. 

Musica. Taste.—“ I've been buying a splendid pianoforte for my wife,” 
said agay bridegroom. ‘ A Broadwood, of course,” observed a lady. “Oh 
dear, no, ma’am; it was a rose-wood.”’ 

METROPOLITAN CHoriR.—In corroboration of the inefficient state of our 
metropolitan choir, the beautiful treble duet in the anthem by Dr. Nares, 
‘The Eyes of the Lord,’ was on Wednesday in last week omitted, in conse- 
quence of incapacity to perform it. 

Musicat Lecturre.—An interesting lecture on the music of semi-barbarous 
nations, with vocal illustrations, was given at the North Western Institution, 
to an extremely full auditory, by Mr. C. H. Purday, on Tuesday evening last ; 
at the close of which the lecturer was warmly greeted by the audience: 

Lizst v. THALBERG.—T hese rival pianists are now dividing the admiration 
of the Parisian musical world. Lizst, in a review of Thalberg’s compositions 
in the Gazette Musicale, has not only spoken of them with unjust severity, but 
has made reflections on the reputation of the composer, as a player ; also insi- 
nuating that the furore which his performancescreated in Paris was by no means 
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sanctioned by fair and honest means; that his alliance with a noble German 
family rather than his talent, raised him to his present elevated position 
amongst artists! All this, and much more, is said with a bad spirit and taste, 
evidently arising from a feeling of jealousy. The arrival of Thalberg was 
looked for with some anxiety ; but the indifference with which he has treated 
the attack on his reputation and character, has allayed all fears that were an- 
ticipated of duelling, and our correspondent informs us that we may possibly 
have the opportunity of judging of their respective merits, as both talk of 
visiting London during the season, In the mechanical dexterity of executing 
difficulties which now distinguishes our modern piano-forte players, there is 
no doubt Lizst is the most wonderful artist living : but for the expression of a 
melody, and the originality of its treatment in numerous parts, Thalberg’s 
talent will everywhere command most admirers. In a letter ust received from 
Paris, we are informed that Thalberg has evidently much improved, and that 
his admirers were more than ever enthusiastic of his performance lately at one 
of those delightful musical reunions, chez Zimmerman,—Morning Post, 


Royat AcapEmMy or Mosic.—Four morning concerts will be given by the 
pupils of the Academy this season, at the Hanover Rooms ; the subscription 
to the series to be only twelve shillings ; for the committee do not consider 
these concerts as a means of increasing the funds of the institution, but rather 
as affording an opportunity of exhibiting to the public, as extensively as pos- 
sible, the progress and advantage of this national establishment. The object 
proposed by these concerts, therefore, being wholly distinct from that of any 
other series of public concerts, at which the established professors of the 
country are employed, the chief view in fixing the terms so moderate has been 
to secure the academy from loss, and at the same time to afford the greatest 
facility to the public of forming their judgment on the merits of the institution. 


SEBASTIAN Bacu.—Of this writer it may be said, like Beethoven, he never 
wrote a bar of bad music: a truth which perhaps cannot be stated of any 
other composer. Hiller, who in the era of Mozart occupied Bach’s situation 
as Master of the great Thomas-schule at Leipsic, took Mozart into the school, 
to hear some of his unrivalled predecessor’s vocal works, with a view and the 
expectation of exciting the ridicule of the immortal composer of Don Juan at 
Bach’s absurdities as they were then termed. Great was the chagrin of the 
little-souled cantor to find the master-spirit of his generation bowing and wor- 
shipping before the shrine of departed genius. But the full disclosure of 
Bach’s mighty powers was reserved for a still later day and generation. Paga- 
nini discovered the Sonatas for the Violin, ascertained that a century ago 
there was one who, in his own chamber, had poured forth for his instrument 
whole movements of the most impassioned and declamatory kind,—had writ- 
ten solos in three and four parts; and in fact had converted the violin into’ 
quartett party. Paganini seized hold of his main characteristics, and, in 
studying Bach, became the profound musician. Ole Bull has only imitated 
his contemporary; but the mind, the soul of Bach is wanting. Why do not 
Blagrove or Mori bring forth these things? Mendelssohn, amidst the society 
or Goethe and Zelter, heard of no other master but Sebastian, and the Sebas- 
tiana of the poet was his first recreation in the morning, his last solace at 
night. To Mendelssohn we owe the publication of his immortal Litanies and 
Messiah—the last, a wondrous production, which Beethoven unquestionably 
took for his model in the composition of his grand Missa for eight voices, in 
D. What Bach has done for Mendelssohn the oratorio of St. Paul very clearly 
developes. When Samuel Wesley rescued the forty-eight Fugues of Sebastian 
from the darkness in which they had been so long immured, his enthusiasm 
at their beauty and profound skill was in proportion to the disgust and horror 
of his brother professors. It is said of SAM, (an epithet he delights in) that 
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going home late one evening, slightly elevated, he was proferred the assist- 
ance of Charlie, one of the guardians of the night, who offered to see him 
safe to his dwelling. They had not walked far, when Wesley turned to his 
companion and asked, ‘‘ Sir, do you know John Sebastian Bach or not ?”— 
Charlie denied all intimacy with such a person, and thereupon Wesley declined 
his farther acquaintance, sat down on the steps of a house, and vowed he 
would not progress another yard with a fellow who knew nothing about Bach. 
In our times, Moscheles, Bach’s countryman, plays these compositions to a 
mixed audience, and gains a thundering encore. It must be recollected that 
Bach’s genius must not be measured by the forty-eight fugues alone. They 
are, to his great vocal compositions, what Handel’s Water music is to his 
Israel in Egypt. We only want another Purcel in our Metropolitan cathe- 
drals, and we should soon hear the most extraordinary of composers in all his 
glory, and in his proper place ; for unlike Handel, his contemporary, Bach’s 
life was devoted entirely to the service of the Church. What an opportunity 
presents itself next October for the Birmingham amateurs to be the first in the 
field to present their countrymen with one of his motetts, the only eight-part 
vocal writing which can follow Handel’s Israel in Egypt, and not suffer by its 
juxtaposition with that philosophical aud dramatic oratorio.
